Answer—A very good dry shampoo 
mixture is made of equal parts of 
cornmeal, bran and orris root. If your 
hair is excessively oily or damp a little 
powdered camphor may be added. One 
ounce of each of the first three in- 
gredients and one-half teaspoonful of 
powdered or pulverized camphor is 
sufficient for several dry shampoos 
mixture into a box. An old 
taloum powder box or any similar con- 
type will 
answer the purpose 

In giving the shampoo brush out 
the hair thoroughly and divide it into

“Boys of the Ok Old Brigade” 
March to Parliament 
Fuilding Grounds 


n memories of the vears 1914- 
ere recalled on Sunday when 
the f 4 annual parade and 
divine rvice of tic 49th Battalion 
| Association was held on the legislative 
buildings lawn. From many points in 
Alberta came “Boys of the Old Brig-

In the flower-clad Alplands watered 
by sparkling Tokumm Creek, some 
three miles from the head of Pros

The 


were rescued by firemen, 


TAX EXEMPTION | 
WILL BE LOST 


Withdrawal of Personal 


Schedule Announced 


With the withdrawal of the new 
personal income tax proposal comes 
the news that herds of Edmonton 
househo'ds will lose the extra exemp- 
tion of $500 and also the one per 
cent cut in the tax for all the lower 
taxable incomes 

No official information has been 
received by C. S, Kilgour the income 
tax commissioner of Edmonton and 
instructions are not expected until the 
new act is past 

The charge will not come into force 
until April next when the 1931 income 
tax collections will be made, Examples 


of the new personal income tax 
schedule as brought down in ché June 
budget read as follows 


Income of $4000, old tax $13, new 
$4; income of $8000, formerly taxed at 
$128 now $125; income of $15,000 
taxed $632, now $720; income $25,000 
taxed at $2,042, new tax $2,420. On 
an income of $100,000 formerly taxed 
at $19,064, the new rate is $21,000 
on an income of $500,000 that carried 


a tax of $162,952, the new rate is 
$121,125. 
All the above rates are based on 


the $3,000 exemption that is the priv- 
ilege of married men, The proposed 
new schedule would have given them 
a greater exemption of $3,500 if it had

ing to the weight of the issue of Sun- 
day, July 12th, which was exactiy two 
pounds, would have to retail for ap- 
proximately 60 cents a copy. This, of 
course, makes the Bunday newspapers 
absolutely prohibitive, The newspapers 
are also subject to the four per cent 
sales tax and one per cent excise tax 

“It must be clearly understood by 
the public that there are a number 
of fiction type magazines now entering 
Canada under a 25c ad valorum duty 
This alone has worked a considerable 
hardship on the wholesale news deal- 


ers since its inception. To enable the 
retailers to sell these magazines at 
five cents above the cover price, we 
are called upon to assume the loss of 
duty on unsold copies, receiving no 
refund from the government on same 
From June 10 to July 10 this year 
our loss in respec to this duty was 
approximately $300.00. This is occa-
